In its recent report, the Catholic Hierarchy 


recommends a good Catholic Juvenile publication, 
which our country sadly lacks. Protestantism has 
such publications in great abundance, for they were 
never needed so much as they are today. Children 
will read, and in the absence of wholesome literature, 
will read what is not good for them. The Editor of 
OUR SUNDAY VISITOR has often thought of pub- 
lishing a magazine for boys and girls from this office, 
and now that the demand for such a magazine is made 
he is thinking more seriously of it than ever before. 

Our idea of a Juvenile would be as follows: A 
neat magazine of 32 pages, printed on good paper, 
and containing some of the following departments: 
(1) About 12 pages of good stories; (2) A couple of 
pages devoted to “The Boy” and “The Girl”; (3) 
About 8 pages of schoo] work, adapted to the several! 

rades, and beginning with the third or fourth grade; 
herewith appear questions on Catechism, Bible His- 
tory, Grammar, Geography, History, Problems in 
Arithmetic, etc., the 8 pages to supply supplementary 
matter for the class room for the whole month, two 
pages being alloted to each week. (4) Two or three 
ages devoted to Sodality Hints, and to Ways and 
tf by which the boys and girls can best serve 
their parish. (5) A page or two to be devoted to 
sports, puzzles, etc. 

OUR SUNDAY VISITOR receives good stories 
for children nearly every week, but has no room for 
them. We could likely build up a big circulation for 
such a magazine among our present large body of 
readers, and hence could save the expense of solicit- 
ing subscriptions through agents. We would engage 
the services of some one connected with the National 

~Catholic Educational Association to take charge of 
the “School Work Department.” The Questions and 
Problems submitted by him would be carefully ar- 
ranged according to the scheme of the Educational 
Association with a view to standardizing the grades 
in all parochial schools of the country. Hence this de- 
partment would be invaluable to pastors and teachers 
as well as to pupils. 

It is true that the cost of publishing any periodi- 
cal is twice as high today as ever before, and that is 
one of the reasons why we believe that OUR SUN- 
DAY VISITOR should be the “office of publication”, 
since several thousand priest patrons would give us 
such encouragement as would enable us to dispense 
with the necessity of gathering subscriptions through 
solicitors. We would want the price of this publica- 
tion to be within the reach of every parent with chil- 
dren.
